The former Eden high 
school is about to be demol¬ 
ished and recycled to make 
room for seniors' apart- 

When the 60-year-old 
building, originally a 
Christian school built by the 
Mennonite Brethren, is 
demolished—that work is 
expected to begin tomorrow 
or Monday and take about 
two weeks to complete—the 
bricks and mortar will be left 
on-site, eventually to be 
ground up to form the base of 
the parking lot. 

There is nothing of the 
derelict building, which has 
become an eyesore in a 
decade of disuse, that is 
worth salvaging, says Patrick 
O’Neill, chief executive offi¬ 
cer for Niagara Ina Grafton 
Gage, which is planning a 
new building offering life- 
lease apartments for seniors.

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Airport plans revised 


More money 
than budgeted 
has been spent 
on ground 
improvements at 
Niagara District 
Airport.

The expansion plan for 
the Niagara District Airport 
was about to take off when 
increased costs caused 
money to be re-routed, 
resulting in revisions to 
some of the original plans. 

“Basically, there were two 
things that happened,” said 
airport manager Kenn 
Moody. 

“First, we spent more 
money on ground improve- 

anticipated a bid amount 
lower than what we actually 
got." 

Lost in the cuts were a 


self-fuelling tank and cabi¬ 
net that would have allowed 
pilots to fill up anytime with 
either an account card or 
credit card, rather than hav¬ 
ing to use a fuel truck; an 
extra 500 feet of additional 
level ground at the end of 
the runway, known as a run¬ 
way emergency safety area, 
where planes would have 
that extra bit of level ground 
in which to take off; and a 
paved service road that 
would run to the southwest 
corner of the property. 

While a service road is still 
part of the plan, it won’t be 
paved or lit. 

“Almost everything we 
had to cut was a little hard to 
take," said Moody, although 
he added that the fuel cabi¬ 
net can wait and the extra bit 
of runway isn’t required by 
regulation. 

“We’ve worked on this for 
a long time so it’s close to 
our hearts, but at the end of 
the day the cuts we made 
were not going to help us get 
bigger aircraft or earn more 
revenue - they are things we 
can do later.” 


The continued operation 
of the airport is the number 
one concern, and the 
improvements that will go 
forward as planned are 
imperative to future opera¬ 
tions, he said. 

“When we first started, the 
primary concern was the 
continued life of the airport," 
said Moody. 

“Runways have a useful 
life of about 20 to 25 years. 
Two of our runways are near 
the end and our main run¬ 
way is about seven years 
away from the end. This 
gives us a guaranteed 20 
more years of useful life.” 

Another addition will be 
that of the taxi way, allowing 
for improved flow of aircraft 
departing and landing and 
adding an element of safety. 

Moody acknowledges that 
while in the short term these 
improvements will benefit 
the airport, there are long¬ 
term advantages that have 
the possibility to take the 
airport to a whole new level. 

"In the future we’ll be able 
to quickly create all the 
requirements for a small

Happy Rolph’s presents dilemmas 


R egardless of how well animals 
are treated, there are some who 
believe caging them for the 
purpose of display, even in the name of 
education, is immoral and unneces- 

Yet zoos, even small petting zoos 
such as Happy Rolph's, remain popular, 
and there is no doubt kids love to get 
close to animals—seeing pictures in 
books is just not the same. 

Happy Rolph's, and its owner, the city 
of St. Catharines, have come under 
some heavy criticism since the news in 
June of a horrible, vicious attack on 
some of the defenseless animals in its 
care. The focus on the park also 
brought out come concerns for the care 
of the animals. 

Then, news that the city was holding 
on to a sizeable amount of money 
bequeathed to it for the care of the ani¬ 
mals brought further objections—why 
was it not spent as intended? 

The city has taken some steps to 
improve security, thankfully, although 
some feel too little too late. But there 


are more changes to come. 

The news this week that Kevin 
Strooband and the Lincoln County 
Humane Society as well as the public 
will be invited to participate in discus¬ 
sions about improvement plans at the 
parkis welcome. 

Also encouraging is Strooband's reas¬ 
surance that the animals are checked 
regularly by humane society agents, 
and found to be healthy, with a quick 
response from the city when there are 
concerns. 

We wonder why the city wants to be 
in the business of animal protection, 
and whether the park couldn’t be 
enjoyed just as fully without animals 
on display. But if it is going to continue 
with its petting zoo, it must at the least 
invest to ensure the animals are well- 
cared for, and appear to be so to pro¬ 
vide a positive experience for visitors. 

Otherwise, our children and grand¬ 
children might just be better off enjoy¬ 
ing their picture books, and the ani¬ 
mals returned to a more natural envi-

Like most people when 
they return from far away 
places, Alex Mills returned 
home from a recent 10-day 
trip wishing he could stay 

However, instead of miss¬ 
ing the beaches, fun in the 
sun or the relaxation, he 
missed the impact he both 
gave and received from 
helping to build a home in 
Vietnam. 


“I think most of us went to 
Vietnam with the hope of 
changing lives, and using 
our tools, skills, and 
resources to improve the 
way in which these people 
live,” said Mills of the goals 
of a group of students during 
a trip organized by the 
District School Board of 
Niagara International 
(DSBNi) and Habitat for 
Humanity - Global Village. 

“I’m sure we did all of 
those things, but the 
Vietnamese taught us so 
much more, and changed us 
all in ways that I don't think 
any of us ever imagined. In 
my opinion, we brought 
home a lot more than we left 
in Vietnam.” 

The physical demands of 
building a home are intense, 
andtodosoin extremely hot 
temperatures adds an extra 
element of difficult to the sit¬ 
uation, but for the 17-year- 
old Sir Winston Churchill 
student, the toughest part of 


his trip was the contrast to 
our culture of entitlement. 

"The toughest part of the 
experience was not the 
physical labour, or the 
intense heat,” said Mills. 
“For me, it was seeing how 
thankful these people were 
for litde things that we all 
take for granted here in 
Canada - this was the part of 
the trip that changed me the 
most, and made me a better 

With two different sites on 
which to build, Mills and his 
team helped construct a 
road from the sidewalk to 
the house, erect four walls 
and make a quality floor, 
leaving only the doors, win¬ 
dows and roof to be com¬ 
pleted - not a bad feat con¬ 
sidering they only had 10 
days to accomplish it. 

Each step of the way, the 
group was able to document 
their experiences by blog¬ 
ging, allowing family, friends 
and supporters a glimpse 


into their experience. 

“The blog was really nice 
to have," said Mills. 

“We would write our blog 
entries every night, and if 
the internet connection was 
co-operative, we posted 
them for everyone at home 

An aspiring videographer, 
Mills was able to put his 
skills with the camera to use, 
documenting everything 
from the meetings that were 
held before their departure, 
all the way through to their 
final goodbyes in Vietnam. 

The footage will act both 
as a promotional video for 
those who follow in his 
group’s footsteps, as well as 
a documentary. 

But he freely admits that 
what he expected to capture 
pales in comparison to what 
he actually saw. 

“Before I left, I had an idea 
of what I wanted the film to 
look like, and was sure that's 
how it was going to turn out,”

The park on the edge of 
town this side of the canal, 
owned by the City of 
StCatharines, has for years 
been a popular place for 
many Niagara-on-the-Lake 
parents and grandparents to 
take young children, with a 
petting zoo that allows them 
to have an up-close look at 
farm animals. 


But the park has been any¬ 
thing but a happy setting in 
recent months, beginning 
with a spree of violence in 
June when intruders com¬ 
mitted atrocities on some of 
the animals. There were 
reports that some were shot 
with pellet guns, a rabbit 
skinned and decapitated, 
and a baby goat stolen and 

"It makes me ill to think of 
the torture that rabbit must

Queenston resident Lily 
Montgomery, who is out¬ 
raged at the thought that 
someone would hurt 
defenceless animals. 

Like many who were sick¬ 
ened by the news, 
Montgomery wanted to do 
something to help, and in the 
days that followed, she set up 
a bank account at the 
Meridian Credit Union in 
Virgil. 

She wanted to be sure 
security measures would be 
put in place at the park to 
protect the caged animals 
from any more violence. 

“They’re there in cages 
and they’re defenceless. 
They can’t get away, they 
have no way to protect them¬ 
selves. I felt there should be 
24 hour security.” 

The bank account now has 
a litde more than $1,000 in it, 
and she was ready to turn it 
over to the city for the protec¬ 
tion of the animals at Happy 
Rolph’s, some of which are 
new to the petting zoo. But 
she wanted assurance that it 
would be put to good use.

park for the last decade 
pulled them from the site, 
the city contracted with 
another farmer to supply 
pigs, sheep, a calf, goats and 
donkeys for the petting zoo. 

Montgomery paid a visit 
to the park with her grand¬ 
sons this week to see the 
new additions, and had 
some concerns about their 
care, but said she would 
welcome expert advice from 
someone knowledgeable 
about animal welfare. 

Kevin Strooband of the 
Lincoln County Humane 
Society says his agents visit 
Happy Ralph’s regularly to 
check on the animals— 
sometimes in response to 
calls from the public. 

They were there last week, 
he says, and he feels confi¬ 
dent the animals are well- 
treated and healthy. When a 
humane society employee 


has a specific concern about 
an animal, the city is quick 
to respond, calling in a vet¬ 
erinarian when necessary, 
he said. 

Jim Benson, assistant 
director of parks with the 
City of St Catharines, says 
the full-time staff members 
at Happy Rolph’s are chosen 
for their experience with 
agricultural animals, and 
receive extra training from 
the city. 

And since the violence at 
the park, security has been 
stepped up so that there is 
someone on site “27/7," he 
said. "There is not an hour of 
the day that there isn’t 
someone on-site.” 

There are two day-time 
shifts covered by city 
employees, and overnight a 
security guard is on the 
property. 

As for the money that has 
been collected by con¬ 
cerned citizens, Benson 
said, while the facilities are 
adequate and the animals 


are safe at this point, the city 
will undertake a design 
process that will involve the 
input of the public and the 
humane society, with a goal 
to improve the care, protec¬ 
tion and security of the ani- 

While he couldn’t name a 
figure that has been collect¬ 
ed, he estimated that “it has 
reached five figures,” and it 
is in addition to a bequest of 
$250,000 the city has had 
since 2004—plus the interest 


on it—that was intended to 
be spent on the welfare and 
care of the animals. 

Together, the funds repre¬ 
sent a “substantial amount 
that will provide noticeable 
and significant improve¬ 
ments,” Benson said- 
improvements that will be 
sustainable in the long term. 

The animals will be 
returned to the farm after 
Thanksgiving, and Benson 
said he expects to have a 
plan in place and a start on 


improvements before they 
return to Happy Rolph’s next 
spring. 

But Montgomery is dis¬ 
turbed to hear that bequest 
has been sitting in the city's 
coffers earning interest, 
when it should have been 
used to benefit the animals 
and their safety. She’s not 
happy to think that the 
donations made to the 
account she set up will just 
become part of that. 

Rather than turning it over 


to the city with no control 
over how it will be spent, 
Montgomery says she will 
keep the account open a lit¬ 
tle longer while she investi¬ 
gates what she can do with it 
that will directly benefit the 
animals—possibly providing 
more security to the bunny 
cage, which she fears is too 
open to attacks from other 
animals as well as humans.

It’s the kind of community, 
small and rural butwith all the 
amenities—and some of the 
best facilities in the region— 
where people want to raise 
their families, he says. 

“They come here and drive 
around and see this commu¬ 
nity as offering great opportu¬ 
nities for kids, and we say, ‘but 
there’s no high school.' I see 
no logic in that I fundamen¬ 
tally believe it's important for 
this community to have a high 
school, and I haven’t heard 
any reason why the board 
thinks we shouldn't' have 
one,” Wall says. 

He points to a decade of 
policies that fit the board’s 
agenda to close NDSS, despite 
strong community support 
and efforts to keep it open. 

“The community has 
stepped up. The Friends of 
NDSS have done their best, as 
have concerned patents who 
want their kids to go to a com¬ 
munity high school.

The Friends have engaged a 
top-notch Toronto lawyer, one 
who is considered an expert in 
parliamentary procedure, to 
convince the courts a judicial 
review of the school board 
decision is called for. The 
request will be heard in 
Toronto Aug. 25, says Friends 
member Judy Rive. 

The goal is to have the deci¬ 
sion to close NDSS over¬ 
turned, creating an opportu¬ 
nity to convince the board to 
offer a right-sized, refurbished 
high school for NOTL stu¬ 
dents or build a new one.

The good news is that 
the outside and grounds of 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library and the 
Community Centre will be 
finished by early 
September. 

The bad news, which 
hopefully won’t really be 
all that big of a problem, is 
that there will be some 
parking and other disrup¬ 
tions while that is happen¬ 
ing. 

Specifically, residents 
should expect short-term 
parking disruptions at the 
library and site of the new 
community centre from 
Monday, Aug. 23 to 
Sunday, Sept. 5.

“If anything, our audience 
members were more adamant 
than ever that our community- 
based festival enjoy support, 
and many told of us their efforts 
to have friends come out to con¬ 
certs, to go away deeply 
impressed with what they 
heard. Obviously, we’re proud 
andgrateftd. We could not con¬ 
tinue without the endorsement 
of our community.” 

Already looking ahead to next 
season. Music Niagara Board 
Chair Mamie Collins 
announced Friday night that it 
will feature among other musi¬ 
cal highlights baroque music 
performed on Music Niagara’s 
brand new harpsichord.
